j represented purchases of telephone 
equipment from the "Western Electric 
company, A. T and T. owned sub- 
sidiary, it .was testified. 
The par- 


ent company assumed this liability 
and cancelled it by accepting the 
"Wisconsin company's stock, Bickley 
said. 


And in 1927, the witness testified 


when the American company trans- 
ferred ownership of telephone trans- 
mitters and receivers to the "Wis- 
consin company for SS63,000 only 
513,000 was paid >>y the state com- 
pany in cash, the. remainder being 
liquidated by its common stock at 
par. 
Prior to 1927 the "Wisconsin 


company paid tbe A. T. and T. rent- 
al for the use of this equipment. 


No bonds were ever issued by the 


"Wisconsin company but long term 
financing was done by the common 
stock issues, not publicly sold but 
turned over exclusively to the hold- 
ing company, Bickley said. A pre- 
ferred stock issue of $5.000,000 -was i 
offered to the public in 1922 and 
was sold in 10 days, he testified.

These 
propositions are 
worth 


studying. Let us look first at the 
last one. Here, on the one hand. Is 
a nation of forty-sue million people 
who have a tariff but not our kind 
of tariff, and they have collected 
more revenue absolutely and twice 
as much relatively as we who have a 
population nearly three times as 
great. Does this possibly suggest 
that our tariff has so successfully 
shut off imports that it has lost a 
large part of its utility as a source 
of revenue? For, of course, no cns- 
oms duties can be collected on goods 
that are not imported. 


Let. us look now at Income and 


inheritance taxes. The British, out of 
a population a little more than one- 
third as large as ours, have actually 
collected more revenue that the 
House bill Is estimated to yield. 
"What is the explanation? Has the 
Progressive Coalition failed to tax 
the rich as boldly as the British do 
it? ' The figures show that for In- 
comes of a million dollars and over 
the rates are practically the same te 
both countries, that at $250,000 and 
up the British rates are from. 4T) to 
50 per cent higher, and that from 
$100,000 down to $5,000 they are 
from two to twenty times as great. 
In ether words, the superior yield 
of the British income tax is due to 
the fact that smalLand medium in- 
comes are so much more heavily 
taxed. 


As to the inheritance tax. the dif- 


ferences -svould be -wortli study. They 
•ssill be found to lie, I imagine, in two 
circtunstances: that part of our in- 
heritance taxes go to the state and 
that the British tax the large num- 
ber of 
small inheritances 
more 


heavily than we do. 
* * * 


The net conclusions, it seems to 


me, are 
these: The income tax, 


which is the most desirable of al 
taxes, because it is the fairest and 
the most visible, is a -relative failure 
in the United States. Compared with 
the British it has two great weak- 
nesses: 
it has a hole at the top 


through which the rich can escape 
into tax-exempt bonds, and it has a 
hole at the bottom because Congress 
hesitates to tax small and medium 
incomes. 


With these holes in it, the Amerl 


can income tax is a fair weather tax- 
It is very productive when profits 
are big-. But in times like these It is 
ludicrously inadequate, as the House 
tax bill shows, when in a spirit o 
utmost optimism and of giving itsel 
the benefit of every doubt, it hopes 
to get from incomes only 37 per cen' 
of our revenues.

Washington correspondents seem to 


be agreed that something like a "tax 
rebellion" is sweeping the nation to- 
day. 


Fundamentally, this movement is 


one of bitter protest against heavy 
municipal and state taxes.

grumble at the financial demands of 
the various governments he supports. 
But if it lasts long enough, and be- 
comes hot enough, it might lead to a 
great deal of good. 


To begin with, it might convince all 


governmental agencies, from county 
trustees on up to the federal con- 
gress, that they should spend less 
money. 
Better yet, however, is the 


chance that it would at last bring 
home to the electorate at large the ter- 
rific 'inefficiency and expense that any 
government of and by politicians al- 
wavs involves. 


Expensive as oar governments are, 


they can hardly cut down materially 
on the number of things they. do. Cities 
cannot stop spending money 
on 


schools, police and fire departments, 
playgrounds and the like. County gov- 
ernments must continue to 
support 


courts and prosecutors, and must keep 
extensive road building and repair 
programs going. 
State governments 


must support a host o£ essential activi- 
ties; and Uncle Sam himself, certain- 
ly, might well do more than he is do- 
ing rather than less. 


The whole point is that practically 


every one of these activities costs a 
great deal more than it should—be- 
cause of the waste, extravagance and 
graft caused by politics. 


The way to lower taxes must, in 


the end, come through a return to ef- 
ficient and careful government. When 
favoritism, needless departments and 
special privilege are abolished, our vari- 
ous governments can give us far more 
than thej- are giving us now. and can 
do it for far less rnonev.

These are days when talk about bil-

lion dollar deficit, for instance, or bil- 
lions of taxes here and billions of ex- 
penditures there, are spoken of as non- 
chalantly as a surgeon discusses an op- 
eration. 


But a billion dollars is a right smart 


lot of money. The' Texas Weekly 
•would have us know and if there is 
any doubt about it, consider these en- 
lightening comparisons. 


The Week!}- says that, for example, 


if a family became one dollar richer 
every time the clock ticked off one 
second, it would take 316 years, 326 
cays, 21 hours arc 44 minutes for it 
to acquire one billion dollars. 


If Adam began six thousand years 


ago saving at the rate of four hundred 
dollars a day without interruption. 
and, supposing he could ha-» e con- 
tinued that commendable practice un- 
til the present day. he would still be 
S124,QOQ3OQO short of a billion dollars. 


Consider inches. One billion of these 


units of measure amounts to 15:7S2 
miles, 1.457 yards, two feet and 
four 


inches, or 742 miles more than the dis- 
tance traversed on a round trip be- 
tween Los Angeles and Manila.

Revolution in Germany is to 
be an orderly and legal process, if 
what Hitler says can be believed. 
There speaks the traditional German 
discipline and respect for law. 


Is there any way of establishing a 


theory as to revolutionary processes? 
As history is read, even in contempo- 
rary periods, there have appeared sud- 
den changes in methods of govern- 
ment radically affecting modes of life 
that cause serious reflection. And yet 
there is the comforting thought that 
from the days of the Magna Charta, 
true parliamentary governments have 
advanced with slow, sane and mea- 
sured steps in seeking the ultimate in 
human happiness, individual liberty 
and prosperity. 


Faith, hope and confidence .in the 


proved ability of Anglo-Saxons to 
work out of their difficulties to the- 
satisfaction of the greatest number, is 
our heritage. A literate citizenry such 
as this country* is blessed with is the 
one great assurance of public order. 


Education 
sometimes 
begets 


troubled thinking and builds up diffi- 
culties to be overcome, yet drives in- 
telligent people into orderly progress. 


If all the world could be-as happy 


as birds, flappers and mud turtles,

In March the total snles were only 
fraif as large as those in the same 
month last year. Stock exchange 
seats have declined to the lowest 
price in years. Now comes a tax 
proposal that will weigh heavily OR 
the trader and compel him to give 
up to the government a substan- 
tial portion of the commission he 
derives from his '-in-and-out" oper- 
ations. 


It is quite conceivable that the 


pessimism ot -the professional "Wall 
afcreet nra™. whose outlooS: has been

The latter, 
if he is in daily or hourly touch 
with Watt Street, hears nothing but 
direful predictions of what- is to 
come. He is given little encourage- 
ment to "hold those securities that, 
so far, he" has not been compelled to 
sell or has felt that by selling he 
could repurchase at lower prices. 
There is no place.ia the world where 
sentiment or psychology plays such 
a. part in determining the actions 
of men as it does ia the surround- 
ings of the market-place And when 
those whose business.it is to deal in- 
securities feel that they are being 
robbed of their birthright by the 
government they let it fae known 
to all -re-bo will listen. It is quite 
necessary, therefore, to the inves- 
tor just now to separate the wheat 
from the chaff in the daily gos- 
sip, use his head and keep his bal- 
ance. 


For another point of- view the 
bearlshness of Wall Street is trac- 
abls to the reaction, against the 
Glass bill. Here again it is the pos- 
sibility of a crippling of the present 
machinery of both national 
and 
state banks . as well as private 
bankers, if the radical provisions 
ot ths Glass measure should be 
adopted, that has given expression 
to Wall Street sentiment of aa ex- 
tremely 
discouraging 
character. 


What bankers say, and more, how 
they feel, has sxi influence on a 
large- mass of security holders. 
They believe the Glass bill is revola- 
tionary and destructive in character; 
that its enactment in the present 
form TroTild be a calamity. 


However, it is for the investor to 


'bear in mind that once more the 
values of 
securities intrinsically 


would sot be affected if national 
banks were compelled to dispose of 
their affiliates, or certain shiftings 
of securities he necessary in order 
to conform to the banking princi- 
ples set up in ths Glass bill.

actual conditions in the business and 
credit situation that are unfavorable 
and "^'hich, separately and in the ag- 
gregate, are CO-JT inducing a certain 
amount of liquidation. The point to 
be stressed today is that for techni- 
cal or professional reasons the out- 
look for securities is being made to 
look averse than it is and that, even 
if TV-hat is feared by bankers or brok-

(e) If a ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than 


three in all (of any one kind) shall be issued to any one voter. Five minutes' time is allowed in booth to mark ballots. "Unof- 
ficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy 
from. 
The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


(f) After it is marked the ballot should be folded so that the inside cannot be se^n. but so that the printed indorsements and 


signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. 
Then the voter sliould pass out of the booth or compartment, give 


his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box. hand him his ballot, or ballots to be placed in the ballot bos and pass out 
of the voting place. 


(g'i A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by. reason of physical disability he is un- 


able to mark his ballot, can have assistance, of two election officers in marking same, to be chosen by the voter; and if he de- 
clares that he is totally blind, he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the county. 
The 


presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's disability.
